3. With the approval of the terminal diclaimer, the double patenting 
rejection is withdrawn. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The amendments to claims 1 and 8 have overcome the rejection set 

forth in the Office action mailed Jan 24, 2008, and further the applicant's 
arguments are persuasive. Examiner interprets the " device" as contained 
in amended claim 15: wherein the device is interpreted as one of storage 
devices such as disk devices, magnetic tapes, and CD (compact discs) 
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excluding computer instruction signals embodies in a transmission medium 
[Specification, para: 0024; page 5, lines 1-6]. The prior art of record does 
not teach these limitations. Therefore, claims 1, 3-7, 10-15 and 17-21 
indicated allowable. 

New search updates reveal no other prior art which teaches the 
limitations in the context of the claims.
